picked op tbe fallen man and held him for 
fifteen minutes when be came to.

a crowd gathered and some of them fecog- 
nize<l the man as O'Connor of Common 
street, and offered to take him home. Wit- 
ness and bis friends then left. 


Prank Fall testified that he assisted in 


taking O'Connor to his home on Common 
street. He did not know him at the time. 


Dr. Ricker testified that on Wednesday 


moraine he waj sent to 15 Common street 
by the overseers of the poor to take a man 
zistned Kenney to the hospital. Wben be 
got there Kennoy's wife said her husband 
wp.s not ready to go, and witness was asked 
to take O'Connor who was unconscious in- 
stead.

by a fsll, he must have fallen on some hard 
object, or If the wound was caused by a 
blow at the hands of some one, a large 
instrument must have been used. 


Officer Breen testified that he saw Cun- 


ningham and Badcliffe going from the de- 
pot and up Fletcher street on tbe evening 
In question atT o'clock. 


Officer Fitzpatrick testified that shortly 


after tbe assault be jaw Cunningham and 
BadcUfTe shortly after tbe assault standing 
near the spot where it was committed.

establishing public employment offices- in 
those cities and towns of the state having 
a certain standard of population. 


The advantages of such a move appear 


to be as follows: 


. First—Bringing together the employers 
and those seeking employment, and ofTsett- 
ing deficiencies In one trade or locality by 
excesses in others. 


Second—Increasing the facilities for ob- 


taining information of the true condition 
of the labor market, both in ordinary 
times and more critical periods of business 
depression and business crisis. 


Third—Preventing the abuses to which 


the mercantile ihlelllgonce offices are pe- 
culiarly liable, in their excessive charges 
and false representations.

Residents of this State who are share- 


holders in foreign corporations are no

Real, and personal property, if taxable 


where it is, seldom escapes taxation. On 
the other hand, the attempt, to tax a per- 
son for real or personal property belong- 
ing to him, situated in and taxed by an- 
othtH' State, generally fails. It is safe to 
assert, that not one-sixth of. the total 
amount of .s,uoh- property actually pays a 
tax in this State. Tho tax pn such -prop- 
erty actually collected is so small in 
amount that the abolition of the tax will 
nob increase the rate more than one-twen- 
biebh. Tu mosb towns tho abolition of the 
;nx will make little or no difference ia 
rate. 
The wealth which will flow into the 


State when-this barrier is removed will be 
great. Greater wealth means a market 
lor deserted farms, increased value 'for 
real estate, and greater business activity.

The license question is an important 


one In ihe coming municipal contest. It 
is better to have license wicb a tboroash 
enforcement of the law than to have DO li- 
cense and a ret'.irn to the scandalous kitcli- 
en bar-room regime, in which Lowell had 
one years bitter experience.

license, have not yet disappeared- Women 
and children were drawn into the seething 
Tones of vice and swallowed up. That 
year it is safe to say turned out more real 
drunkards than did any license year, 


It was the harvest for tbe, spotters, 


when jail birds and criminals of various 
types came here and were employed on a 
fixed salary to obtain evidence or give evi- 
dence acrainst the illegal liquoi\dealers. 
They did not succeed to any creat extent 
and now that the spotter has lost his occu- 
pation the speak-easies could conduct their 
business more securely. Taking the ques- 
tion in every phase it is belter to vote 
"Yes" on the license question.

cense question by mistaking il for one of 
the propositions of.the charter revision. 


Property is of two kinds—immovable or 


real, movable or personal.

A. Tha owner of real property holds a 


deed na evidence of his ownership.

The doed is 


the evidence of ownership of thnt property; 
The fact chat a deedisgiven as an evidence 
of ownership does not increase tlie amount 
of real estate. 


If the real estate ia laxed where it ig, and 


[mother tax lor the same real estate is im- 
posed on the owner where he resides, there 
is n double tnx on the property. 


B. The owner of personal property fre- 


quently holds no written evidence of 
ownership, but sometimes he holds ft bill 
of sale, a certificate of stock or other like 
evidence. 


Tho inorables are the property. The 


bill of sule and the certificate ot stock arc 
tbo evidences of ownership. The fact that 
a bill of sale is given or a certificate of 
stock issued does not increase tlie actual 
amount of person property iu existence. 
If tbe mov/ibles are taxed in the place 
where they are and the owner rf the mov- 
ables is taxed 1'or them in the place where 
he resides, there is a double tax on tbe 
property. 


Real estate (i. e., land and buildiuRa) 


Kitiiin this State is taxed here, whether 
Ihe owner lives here or: elsewhere. 


So also real estate lying in other States 


Is taxed by the State in which it lies, 
tvhether the owner, lives there or else- 
where. 


If a person living in tills State holds a 


deed of real estate lying in another State, 
the fact is recognized that such real estate 
is properly taxable by the State in which 
it lies. 
Tho owner liviuc here is not 


obliged to pay here ti tax on tliat real 
estate in addition fco tha tax Icvie d by the 
State in which tbe re.il estate lien. 


If, bowever, a person living in this State 


ia a shareholder, in a corporation, and 
such has a part interest In tho property of 
such corporations, all ot which property is 
in another State, and which consists in 
whole or iu part of real estate, the fact is 
not recognized that the property of such 
corporation is properly taxed by tbe State 
In which it lies. 
In such case an unjust 
attempt is intwle to levy Irom the owner In 
this State a second tnx on bis interest in 
inch property. 


In otber words, a resident of this State 


having an interest in ronl estate situatec 
in another State is not relaxed here foi 
tho value oEhis interest therein, if he hclns 
ft deed of such real-estate and the tftlo is 
nctunlly vested in him personally; but li 
is relaxed hers, if the title is not vested in 
him personally, hut is vested in a corpora 
tion in which he is ona among man; 
shareholders.

Personal property (i.'c., stocks of goods 


picture's, furniture, 
carriages, 
horses 


rattle, money, etc., etc.). within.this State, 
Is properly taxed here, whether the ownei 
lives here or elsewhere. This is bscauai 
the cost of protection devolves upon thi 


1 State, nnd because it is an easy and sun 


method to tax property in the State wher 
it-is. 
So, also, personal property in anothe 


State is properly taxable b?\he St-jto in 
which it in, no matter whether the owne 
lives in that Scale or elsewhere. 


2kla;s.ichusett3, however, attempts to im 


pose upon its citizens a second tax ou a] 
their personal property in other States. 


If a i-esident o£ this Stall! owns a CO 


which i* in another State, that cow- i 
properly taxed i a the State in which ah 
is, bat Massachusetts imposes upon th 
owner a second tax for tbe same cow. 
This imposition o£ doable taxation ax 


tends to all personal property which i 
actually in other Statesv and which i 
owned by residents of this State.

It is safe to 
ssert that not one-sixth of the total 
mount of such property actually pays a 
ji iu this State.

Armncao, again, successfully opposed an 
attempt of the insnifjont Bailors to secure 
a lanciiiiK. The insurgent ships fired upon 
Armacao for an hour, and then parties iu 
launches made several attempts^ to land 
The lira of the government forces was so 
heavy, howeVer, that, they wero compelled 
to returq to tho ships. The sailors lost 
four killed and five wounded, arid heavy 
casualties are reported ninoufc the troops.

,tlons wijh tha highest ofacinls in Germany 
are well k'nowij, aiid who has just returned 
to London, a£fcBv a stay of several months 
in Germany, h^g, by request, written tho 
following on the situation in Europe: 
"Russia wants Constantinople aud is 


preparing to take it. Russi'v cannot sue 
ceedin aeoom'plishing this desire without 
first fighting Au3tria. She cannot fight 
Austiia without fighting Germany at the 
same time. Russia wants the mouth of 
the Danube river, ar(3esire as strange as if 
France slibuld wish to reoccupy Louisiana. 
Russia therefore bus one enemy particu- 
larly in mina, tb(it is Goz-maiiy, nnd in 
this hatred of Gerraariy was born tho com- 
icnl friendship between'jBussia imd.France, 
for France me&ns to get Alsace-Lorraine. 
''The gravity of the present outlook is 


not so much in the f(ict that Russia and 
France individually dislike Germany, bat 
in the fact that they are united iu a hatred 
that absorbs every other passion. That 
France is thirsting for war admits of scant 
doubt to those who saw the delirious be- 
havior of the-French paople in welcoming 
the Russisii sailors fit Toulon and Paris, 
nor is there any dOuht that she is now bet- 
ter fitted for w.ir than she has ever been. 
Russia sounded France, a»d was "well sat- 
isfied witli the result. When war is de- 
clared the two are one, army and navy. 


Fanning; Flnmos of Hatred. 


"The Russian government has now 
massed all its active army west of Mos- 
cow and the great • bujk in Poland. It is 
persecuting the German language and 
the Lutheran religion in the Baltic prov- 
inces, and is fanning, rather thnn allay- 
ing, the prevailing hatred for Ger- 
many. '

Sometimes several days 
have passed when all traffic on the roads 
has been stopped save that of the govern- 
ment.' Oddly enough the money she has 
been spending on' forts and stores has 
nearly all been expended against the Ger- 
man frontier. She knows that she must 
settle with Germany bofore she can get 
the Bosphorus. 


"The German emperor meanwhile is 


awake nnd knows what ib passing about 
him, but he knows also that ho has much 
to lose and Htitle to gain by a Buccessf ul 
campaign. Ge rman 'men of business feel 
this too,t and that the next war will be 
largely devoted to pulling chestnuts out 
Bf the fire for England. 
"Thokaisor knows that in a war with 


Russia he will be fighting the battle of all 
civilized countries, against a power repre- 
senting' Commercial stagnation, 
political 


barbarism and religious intolerance."

Stoildard's Tjectiii'o. 


"The Heart of Old Japan," the lecture 


given by Mr. Stoildard last iiigbt, was 
asrain ab eloquent and charming effort, 
and so excellently aided by more beautiful 
lantern slides. 


Mr. Stoddurd described the antique side, 


;f it could be so called, of Japan, with a 
vividness of life, customs and scenery 
which invested them with picturesqueuess 
and romance. Mr.'StodJard took his au- 
dience through the interior of the country, 
over its mountain roads, its cascades, 
bridges and rivers,through its richly wood-. 
>d forests, aloiifc its lakes, by its ravines 
and volcanic glens,into several of its great- 
est and most beautiful cities, describing 
and illustrating, as he procaeded, with 
graphic language and exquisite stereopti- 
cou views. Incidentally he furnished his 
auditors with a delineation of Japanese 
dress, houses, doctors, shops, postal faciii-' 
ties, street , life, religions, 
pilgrimages, 


music, dancing, nmusementa, nrt and eti- 
quette, contrasting at many points the 
the characteristics of the Japanese In all 


their features of existence with American 
life and customs. 


The picturesque people of the island 


kingdom are very skilful in posing before 
the camera-ancl this enabled the photo- 
grapher to offer a series of spirited and in- 
structive pictures, which formed a delight- 
ful part of the entertainment. 


Brief.reference: -was made to the means 


of transportation in which steam 
and 


horses have no part. The little jinrikisbas 
on the principal highways and on thn les- 
ser mountain paths the kagos in which, the 
traveler is carried, suspended in a bamboo 
frame from a stout pole, borne on the 
shoulders of two athletic men, are vehicles 
for which we ha-ve no equivalant. They 
depend for their continuance in use on the 
fact that human labor nui8t be extremely 
cheap and for, that reason we may hope 
that such conveyances, oven if they are 
picturesque, may- ever remain unknown 
here.

Impossible to find'a word 
of praise for Japanese music. Some com- 
pensation in the matter of music is found 
In .the fact that European grand opera is 
the height of the ridiculous to ears trained 
in Japan, while Caucausian comic opera is 
a source,,of weariness 'and grief to the. 
Japanese music-lover. 


Mr. Stoddard has traveled to good pur- 


pose and has seen much which is interest- 
ing in the description.. To be sure he sel- 
dom goes far from the beaten paths, but 
few .of us are so familiar with the dairy 
life of any foreign people that narration of 
experiences among them are not entertain- 
ing. We may regret, for instance, that the 
lecture did not make it In his way to 
ascend Fujiyama, the sacred mountain, 
whioh is figured on so many articles of 
Japanese manufacture, but it was a pleas- 
ure, nevertheless, • to see the beautifully 
tinted views of the mountain on'tijae screen 
even if we have seen them often before. 


The lecture was enlivened with many 


passages of humor, and • Increased the sat- 
isfaction derived from-the first lecture of 
the series last week. A particular word of 
praise is due the superb canvass pictures 
shown by Mr. Stoddard. ...They are under- 
stood to be the work of skilled Japanese 
artists and surpass in beauty of coloring, 
effects of light and shade and clearness of 
outline and stereopticon views ever ieen in 
this city.

"The Heart of Old Japan," the lecture 


given by Mr. Stoddard last night, was 
a<rain an eloquent and charming 
effort, 


and so excellently aided by more beautiful 
lantern slides. 


Mr. Stoddard described the antique side, 


if il could be so called, of Japan, with a 
vividness of life, customs and scenery 
which invested them with picturesqueuess 
and romance. Mr. StodJard took his au- 
dience through the interior of the country, 
over its mountain roads, its cascades, 
bridges and rivers,through its richly wood- 
ed forests, along its lakes, by its ravines 
and volcanic glens,into several of its great- 
est and IUOSD beautiful 
cities, describing 


and illustrating, as he proceeded, with 
graphic language and exquisite stereopti- 
con views. Incidentally lie furnished his 
auditors witb a delineation of Japanese 
dress, houses, doctors, shops, postal facili- 
ties, street life, 
religions, 
pilgrimages, 


umsic, dnucing, r.rmisemcnlg, nrt and eti- 
qui'Me, contrasting at many points the 
the characteristics of the Japanese in all

The picturesque people of the island 


kingdom ore very skilful in posing before 
the camera and this enabled the photo- 
grapher to offer a series of spirited and in- 
structive pictures, which formed a delight- 
ful part of the entertainment.

horses have no part. The little jinrlkisbas 
on the principal highways and on the les- 
ser mountain paths the kagos in which.the 
traveler is carried, suspended in a bumboo 
frame from a stout pole, borne on the 
shoulders of two athletic men, are vehicles 
for which we have no equivalant. They 
depend for their contlnuauae in use on the 
fact that human, labor most he extremely 
cheap and for that reason we may hope 
that such conveyances, even if they are 
picturesque, may ever remain unknown 
here. 


The lecturer found little to criticise and 


rnuuh to commend In the habits and char- 
acteristics of the people—us indeed have 
all travelers in that country. It was im-_ 
possiblej'"however, to avoid an unfavor- 
able description of the sleeping conven- 
iences—or Inconveniences—of tbe~ neople, 
and it was equally. Impossible to fiod'a word 
of praise for Japanese music. Some com- 
pensation in the matter of music in foiind 
in the fact thnt European grand opera ia 
the height of the ridiculous to ears trained 
in Japan, while Caucausian comic opers is 
a source, of weariness and grief to the 
Japanese music-lover. 


Mr. Stoddard has traveled to good pur- 


pose and has seen much which is interest- 
ing in the description. To he sure he sol- 
dom goes far from the beaten paths, but 
few of us are BO familiar with the dairy 
life of any foreign people that narration of 
experiences among them are not entertain- 
ing. 
We may regret, for instance, that the 


lecture did not make it in his way to 
ascend Fujiyama, the sacred mountain, 
which is figured on so many articles of 
Japanese manufacture, but it was a pleas- 
ure, nevertheless, to see the beautifully 
tinted views of the mountain on'-yie screen 
even if we have seen them often before. 


The lecture was enlivened with many 


passages of humor, and • increased the sat- 
isfaction derived from the first lecture of 
the series last week. A particular word of 
praise is due the superb canvass pictures 
shown by Mr. Stoddard. ...They are under- 
stood to be the work of skilled Japanese 
artists and surpass in beauty of coloring, 
effects of light and shade and clearness of 
outline and stereopticon vievra ever »een in 
tbis city.
